Of course they' m a k e mistake^ an d w h e n they do, it 
cant’ la* hidden, which ii more than can la* said for many 
of the mistakes we all m a k e . 
Vet by ami large, and with a 
alight assist from Lady Luck, the soothsayers of the uplier 
reaches si nm I<1 la* content w itll their handiwork.
